The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nosker et 
al(5951940) in view of Taniguchi et al(4778842). 

The cited primary reference teaches the basic claimed invention including a thermoplastic material 
comprising recycled PET material, polyethylene material and additional additives- col 2, lines 59- 
col 3, lines 10; col 4, lines 1-9; col 5, lines 42-49; abstract and col 3, lines 3-10. The reference 
fails to expressly teach the aspect of including a reinforcing filler material. The secondary 
reference, however, teaches that it is known in the art to include such additives in similar 
thermoplastic material as taught by the primary reference- col 2, lines 26-57; col 1, lines 10-16; 
col 9, lines 37-61; col 9, lines 45-65. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
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at the time the invention is made to combine the teachings of the secondary reference, as set forth 
above, and include such well known fillers in the primary reference to reinforce same. See 
Taniguchi et al, col 1, lines 9-17. Concerning claims 4-6, the secondary reference teaches the 
claimed limitations in col 9, lines 45-65. Concerning claims 2-3, both reference teaches similar 
weight compositions, as claimed, for their respective material.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Mordecai et al(5965655) is cited of interest for its teachings as relating to the art and 
additionally to show the state of the art.
